WASHINGTON, March 22.—Secretary 


Carlisle hue replied to certain inquiries 
ac to whether he will enforce the pro- 
visions of the Chinese exclusion act, as 
follows: 


1. As the act of May 5,1802, entitled 


"An Act to Prohibit the Coming of Chi- 
nese Persons Into the United States," 
has tot been repealed, it will be en- 
forced so far aa lies within the power of 
this department. 


2. Section 11 of tho act Approved 


Match 6,1802. entitled "An Act to Ex- 
ecute Certain Treaty Stipulations lielat- 


• ing to Chinese," provides that hereafter 


no state court or courts of the United 
States shall admit Chinese to citizenship, 
and all laws in conflict with this act are 
hereby repealed. This provision of law 
is in full force, and the naturalization ot 
Chinese Is therefore illegal. 


3. Ohineso merchants established in 


the United States who may depart there- 
from with the intention of returning 
thereto will be permitted to land upon 
submission to tho collector of customs at 
the port of llrst arrival of evidence sut- 
iicient to ssiisfy him of their identity 
68 aucli returning merchants. Cblncae 
perBons not of the exempt class, as for 
instance laundry men residing in the 
United States and who may t'epart 
therefrom will not be permitted to re- 
turn.

every paoplo in tho world that there ia 
no rul'j of political wisilom more univer- 
sally trim tbi'i tlio old saying, (bat 
"t't«rnr,U'i(,!ihmco is tbo price of liberty." 
Even iu the frceat counties every con- 
stituted authority, however hedged about 
by limitations, tends to tho usurpation 
u( power. From the highest to the low- 
eft olllcos the game striving after greater 
ottlcia) authority ia observable, and the 
press is called upon continually to aroueo 
public opinion to chock the usurpations 
that threaten tho rightful libertieu ol 
private citizens. 


Duly a short time ago wo were called 


upon to protest against the assumption 
of power in tbo courts to limit the free- 
dom of tbe press, and while this case is 
still ponding another csge of a similar 
kind has arisen. This tlmo it fij the 
State Board of Medical Examiners tbat 
bus gone bayoud the limits of rightful 
authority, and assumed a power tbat it 
does not legally possess. The board was 
established by "law 
to examine and pass 


upon the qualifications of persons desir- 
ing to practice medicine in California. 
U has now OBGUined authority to deprive 
a reaular practitioner and a gradnateof 
oceofthobOEt medical schools in tho 
country of his license to practice in thio 
ainte, 'simply because of what it calls 
"unprofessional conduct." 
The pnrson 


who has boon thus wronged is Dr. E. F. 
Brown of tin's city, whose Hadical Cure 
Dispensary nt 0!','-j South First Slraet, is 
well known to our people; and tbe "un- 
nrofe?6ioaal conduct" of which be ia 
accused, is that of advertising his tuai- 
nesp in the newspapers. 


The subject is one that may wtII[ oc 


cupy public nttention. AH usurpationa 
of pbwrr are bud, and this one is particu- 
larly BO. Dr. Brown ie a graduate of the 
Medical College of Albany, New York, 
perhaps the only medical hiBtitutoin in 
the Union from which 110 one is gradu- 
ated without passing au examination 
not onlv by a eolleco board of esaminore, 
but by' the Stale Board of Censors. 
Coining to California with his diploma, 
ho was entitled to a license to practice 
and received the license in due form, 
He has not, however, pursued the in- 
direct methods practicpd ordinarily by 
doctors to get themselves known to the 
people. He has frankly and opeiih' ad- 
vertised his p'ace of business and tho 
specialties to which he devotes particular 
attention, and as a ccnsequence bas 
drawn a large number of patients to his 
office, and having treated them success- 
fully, has built up a large practice, not 
only in tbie, but in other cities of the 
state. For this offenoa the State Board 
of Medical Examine™ cited him to ap- 
pear before them to answer the charge 
of ''uDprofeseioBBl conduct," and when 
ho did Dot answer tbe summons tbe 
board menmcd the power of revoking his 
license. 


There is no need in tins case to con- 


eider whether it is or is not best for a 
physician to advertise. That is a ques- 
tion which evf-ry individual has a right 
to decide for himself. If a man believes 
that he 1ms a suro remedy for human 
ills, and ptrfeie to keep the fnct as 
secret as possible ho has a legal right to 
do eo. It OQ the other hand ho prefers 
to make tho fact known to tho public 
by advertising it in newspapers of largo 
(irciil&tion ho has both a Iegc.1 and 
t> 


moral right to do GO. When, therefore, 
thoEo who object to advertising make uio 
of an office conferred upon them by the 
State lo injure or misrepresent tboto who 
think differently they uuurp a power that 
does not belong to them, and become 
justly subject to public e.;nFurp. 
A free 


peopla cannot tolerate such fiction a on 
Iho pitrt cf mi}- of i'.a ccivantQ nnd cer- 
tainly tbo people of California do riot in- 
tend to submit to it. 


Dr. Brown will not orsly continue to 


practice! i" profesEion h; this city and 
dtify tho State It :ard to pnt their nclion 
to tho test of tho court-? by having him 
arrested for r>r 'dicing without a license, 
but, aa wo understand, intends to tako 
tho agifresEive or.d force the Board to a 
trial of HIP caar.
